On 16 February 1961 the FdUsh press reported that Khe UB had 
been contacted by Ivan HANYAK and Petro LEVYTSKYY* who 
stated that they were Ech/OUN (Bandera) couriers with mis- 
sions in Poland and the Ukraine to contact foirmer members oi 
the Ukrainian underground. More detailed data on this matter 
was given by HANYAK and LEVITSKYY over the Kiev radio. 

On 19 March 1961 HANYAK over the Kiev radio stated that on 
22 June 1957 four agents were seat into Poland and the Ukraine 
via Gsechosiovakia. They had been trained in Baly and Germany. 
These four were: 

TSIPERA, MyWiaUo aka YASTRUB aka 
BOHDAN, former UFA member active in Poland* 
sentenced in Germany in the 1950's for a knife at- 
tack on the Ukrainian emigre •’general'* GUEAY

NEBESNYY, Volodymyr aka MAX aka LYPA 

TSIPERA and HANYAK remained in Poland, and M ALYSEVICH and 
NEBESNYY crossed into the Ukraine near Peremyshl. In September 
1957, TSIPERA and HANYAK returned to Germany from Poland.

DADNYGH's wife, The:^lia FEDORIV nee BZOVA, was arrested 
in Poland and sentenced to eli^t years, but in 19S6 was amnestied. 
Sbe asked for the death certiHcate of her huslxand and the identiH- 
catlon of his grave, but she received no information. In the years 
1956 and 1958 she visited her parents In the Ukraine in the 
Bereshany rayon. In I960 she went from Finland to visit her cousin 
in Canada, the cousin being the brother of her husband Petro 
FEDORIV.
